MATTING THE MISSISSIPPI. 


— 


Memphis Carpeting the River Bed te | i Has « Strong Influence In Making 


Save the Channel. 

The bottom of the Mississippi river, 
or, rather, portions of it near Mem- 
phis, Tenn., are being supplied with a 
carpet in the shape of gigantic mats 
woven of willow trees, which are be 
Ing constructed in sections on the sur- 
face of the river and then sunk jpto 
place. The river for several years has 
been cutting a new channel that threat- 
ens to leave Memphis high and dry a 
mile away. The turbulent river al- 
ready has to its credit, or discredit, a 
score of towns deserted in this man- 
ner, with consequences serious enougli. 
In the case of Memphis, however, 
these consequences would be disas- 
trous almost beyond description. Her 
costly harbor facilities would be ut- 
terly ruined and the city left with a 
huge mudbank between Its fine levee 
and the stream. 

The threatened danger was first not- 
ed by government engineers about a 
year ago, and preparations immedi- 
ately started to avert it. While the in- 
satiable river has for several years 
been eating rallronds, houses and 
farms tn the vicinity of Memphis, 
sucking them Into its muddy maw and 
carrying them down to the gulf of 
Mexico, it seemed that the bungry 
stream had at tast met something 
that would check its appetite when a 
sheer wall of solid rock appeared at 
Hopefield Point, opposite Memphis, 
But the rock was svon being under- 
mined. 

The willow mats now being placed 
in the river at that point are expected 
to put a stop to the erosion. Some of 
these mats are a mile jong and 200 
feet wide. As fast as a section is 
completed it Is weighted with rocks 
to sink it into plece and then pinned 
to the bottom with piles. The Missis- 
sippi is the only river in the world 
that enjoys the distinction of having 
its bottom carpeted.—Christian Herald. 


WIRELESS. TELEPHONY. 


tn Use to a Limited Extent In Some 
European Mines. 

The dream of wireless telephony— 
that a person will be able to’carry in 
his pocket a telephone instrument and 
at any time or place call up a number 
and have a co.versation—hbas actually 
become true in a limited way. Such 
pocket wireless telephones are in daily, 
use in some European mines for com- 
munication ‘with the surface and with 
other places in the mine. 

Wireless telephony bas been a com- 
plete success for some time for short 
distances of transmission, and in the 
short distances needed for use in one 
mine wireless telephony is as practical 
as wireless telegraphy. Instruments 
are located at convenient places in the 
mine, with wires already attached to 
pipes, rails or some other means of 
getting a good electrical connection 
with the ground, and it is these sta- 
tionary instruments that are Gepended, 
on for most uses. 

In addition, however, portable instru- 
ments are used frequently. These

HEAT MAGAZINES. 


A Device That In the Future May De 
Away With Stoves. 

Heat magazines are now being built 
to be a substitute for stoves. The 
particular purpose for which they have 
been designed is to use electricity te 
store up heat in the hours when the 
demand for electric power is small an@ 
when consequently electricity may be 
supplied at a very greutly reduced 
rate. This is usually between mid 
night and 5 o'clock in the morning, 
when few electric lights are béing 
used, few motors are in use and most 
of the great plant at the electric power 
house is idle. 

Then during the. hours of daylight 
and evening the heat magazine can be 
made to give out its warmth. The 
magazines are big steel boxes about 
the size of a large stove. 

In the center is the apparatus te 
turn electricity into heat and round 
this are masses of metal that absorb 
heat. These are built to withstand 
heat up to 1,000 degrees. All around 
these heat storage biucks is very heavy 
insulation to keep the beat in, in the 
same way that the heat is kept in @ 
fireless cooker. 

When it is desired to have the maga- 
zine give out its beat a damper is 
opened and a passageway thus provid 
ed for air to enter the magazine, be 
come heated and puss out into the 
room, The damper can be used also 
to regulate the amount of heat coming 
out.

WORDS IN NEW DRESSES. 


Making Metagrame Is Now the Brainy 
Fad in England. 

Some British newspupers are playing 
with a trick of spelling English words, 
the game being to make up a new 
spelling, in which none of the letters 
of the old spelling shall be used—that 
is, to substitute different tetters that, 
in the positions into which they are 
put, will suggest the same sounds as 
the old spelling. The words thus um- 
dergo a complete change of costume, 

Words so translated may be called 
“metagrams” or (in anulugy with para- 
frase) “paragrams.” Two examples 
given are “pbya” for fire and “phyoo 
cha” for future. These involve pre 
nunciations: that most Americans do 
not use or would not accept. Another 
case of this kind would be “syfa" for 
cipher. 

More exact “metagrams” or “para- 
grams” may be found—“cyphed” for 
sift, “kauphy” for coffee, “phycks" for 
fix, “phyckst” for fixed, “kawph” for 
cough, “kawpbt” for coughed, “cy” for 
sigh, “eauque” for oak, *pheanque” for 
folk.—From Simplified Spelling Bulle- 
tin. 


Blue Mushrooms. 

A blue mushroom, known as the 
Tricholoma Nudum, bas just been add@- 
ed to the list of edible fungi It has 
been produced from a wild wood fum 
gus, which in its natural stute appears 
only in the late autumn.

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PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 


Slight Burns. 

Put the part instantly in cold 
water or cover it with moisten- 
ed baking powder: and then 
with a wet cloth. When the skin 
is destroyed the point to be at- 
tained is to exclude the air. Do 
this by covering the burn with 
Sweet oll, vaseline, linseed. oll, 
carron oll, lard or with flour 
spread thickly on a linen cloth 
or on cotton batting. 

An excellent covering for burnt 
surfaces is made by mixing com- 
mon whiting ‘used in kitchens 
for polishing purposes) with 
sweet oil or cottunseed ofl or 
even water to a thick paste. 
With this the burn ts carefully 
covered by means of a. feather, 
taking care not to brenk the blis- 
ter; then the whole part is cov- 
ered with cotton cluth and kept 
clean and moist,

IMPROVING LIVE STOCK, 


Government Spending Money On an 
Extensive System. 

Schemes for the improvement ot 
Canadian live stock are taking shape, 
au.d some of the reasons for the 
spending of lirge sums of money in 
this work were recently given in the 


‘House of Commons by the Minister 


of Agriculture, 

Record of performance work, the 
sheep branch, youltry branch, the 
provincial winter shows and the 
horse industry are al: t6 receive sub- 
stantial aid. For this work an ap- 
propriation of $400,000 has been ask- 
ed, and of this amount about $160,- 
000 is intended ‘or the purchase and 
distribution of live stozk throughout 
the country particularly the west. 

A different system is to be adopt- 
ed than heretofore, sud are similar 
to that carried on 1 England and 
Scotland is to followed in the 
use of the ~pp.opriation for horse 
improvement. It is proposed to adopt 
a schome whereby farmers’ clubs or 
associations will be formed, under 
certain bylaws, *shic) will encour- 
age the permanent success of these 
instit: tions; andj it is proposed the 
club should gua‘. ntee the stallion 
owners a certain number oi mares at 
a certain service fee the mares to 
be in goo breeding condition and 
not subject to any disease. It would 
be the duty of the se:retary of each 
association, under the rules, to send 
a copy of the mem randum of agree- 
ment io the Live Stock Branch, the 
minimum service fee to be fixed at 
$12, all service fees t» be collected by 
the club. The Department will un- 
dertake to pay twenty-five per cent. 
of the fees to the ussociation on the 
number of mares guaranteed, which 
would have to be paic at the end of 
the season, and a further twenty- 
five per cent. of the fees paid by the 
association to the stallion owner on 
the insurance of the mare being in 
foal, 

The conditions relating to horse- 
breeding that at present obtain in 
Canada seem ‘to warrant the conclu- 
sion that the time is opportune for 
the breeders in e: +h municipality or 
district to adopt more freely opera- 
tive measures in p.oviding for them- 
selves the service o: suitable stal- 
lions. It is generally admitted that 
improvement in breeding methods 
can be effected most rapidly and con- 
ditions permanently remedied by or- 
ganized effort on the part of the 
owners of mares. In the past a 
number of breeders have, by their 
energy and enterprise, aided greatly 
in the advancement of the industry, 
and they deserve every credit for the 
splendid service they have rendered. 
Unfortunately, these men have been 
comparatively few in number, and 
the business has not progressed, 
therefore, as rapidly as could be de- 
sired. It is now felt that by judicious 
and systematic assistance horse 
breeding as an .industry can be 
greatly stimulated and benefited. 

Local horse stock is very. often 
nondescript in haracter and poor in 
quality. The introduction of strong 
prepotent, pure-bred blood will very 
materially improve the horses of the 
localities sharin in the benefits of 
such a policy as outlined by the Min- 
ister of Agriculture, in type, size, 
and quality, and a: a consequence of 
this, also in value. At the same time 
it will be necessary to adont better 
methods of care and manegement.— 
Family Herald and Weekly Star. 


Marketing Garbage. 


The dustbins and rubbish heaps of 
Montreal are no longer to be the 
happy hunting grounds of stray dogs 
and rag-and-bone merchants. The 
municipality has discovered that the 
garbage heaps are a source of waste 
products out of which good money 
may be made. 

The municipal engineer is now 
workin out the plans o. a plant for 
turning garbage into a marketable 
product. The city will have a most 
complete and perfect incinerator 
plant, where the garbage will be 
burned into a mass of slag. The 
slag will be cooled and then removed 
to a crusher, where it is to be pul- 
verized. The ground slack is then 
to be sifted into two piles, the fine 
as gravel and the o her about as 
coarse as chestnut coal, 

The only product of the garbage in- 
cineration presenting commercial pos- 
sibilities is the slag. It was first used 
to cover an old dumping.ground, and 
its use in cement was then discover- 
ed, Several authoritixs have careful- 
ly tested it, and havo pronounced it 
an excellent substitute fo. the gravel 
ordinarily used in mixing concrete,

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CRIPPEN’S CURSE, 


Murderer’s Remark to Kendall Re- 
called by Disaster, 


Has the curse of Dr. Crippen, the 
London wife murderer, at last worked 
its evil end upon Captain Kendall? 

That is the question many people 
who were intimately connected with 
the Crippen case of four years ago 
will ask themselves. 

It was in those very waters, off 
that forbidding headland in the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, where the Empress 
of Ireland went down, that Kendall 
handed the wretched doctor, till then 
unaware that his disguise had been 
penetrated, over to the tender mer- 
cies of the Scotland Yard Inspector 
Dew and the officers of the police 
force of the Province of Quebec. 

“You will suffer for this treach- 
ery,” the enraged Crippen, fixing his 
bulging, evil eyes upon the trim 
young captain, is reported to have 
threatened when he was searched, 

it at the time mo One paid any 
special attention to the words. 

It was in those waters four years 
ago, where Captain Kendall came to 
fame, and laid the foundation for fu- 
ture advancement, and it was within 
only a few miles from the spot where 
Crippen was captured that the cap- 
tain met with the greatest disaster 
that can well befall the master of a 
ship. 

And this was Kendall’s first voy- 
age as captain of the Empress. 

On the night previous to Crippen’s 
capture, while the army of reporters 
and -rtists from all over the world, 
were anxiously awaiting the S§, S. 
Montrose’s arrival, and the whole 
world but Crippen, himself, knew 
‘hat his identity had been discovered, 
the ghostly piercing wail of the gi- 
gantic foghorn at Father Point, which 
is expelled with sufficient force to 
blow away a grown up man, or two 
of them, should they rashly venture 
close in front of it, and makes suffi- 
cient noise as it leaves the mouth- 
piece to break their ear-drums, kept 
sending out its warning at minutes’ 
intervals. 

The office where the news is sent 
from occupies the lower portion of 
the old light-tower, which also con- 
tains the living rooms of the signal 
officer; a post held for dozens of 
vears by Mr. McWillianis, senior, who 
had two capable assistants in his 
son and a cousin; but the place 
where the first mews arrived, the 
wireless station, is about a mile in- 
land from the telegraph office. 

The telegraph office is one of a 
amall' group of buildings, including 
the new lighthouse and the steam 
fog-signal that occupy’ the actual 
Point. A little to the left of that juts 
out the long pier where the pilot 
steamer Eureka, much empldyed in 
the Crippen case, is always moored 
ready for action. Half a mile or so 
further inland is the PUOvR: Hotel. 


-Bees Help Orchards. 


Many remarkable facts have 
been mnotieed by fruit inspectors, 
while on their regular tours of 
inspection, regarding the importance 
of bees in orchards in spring during 
the apple-blossoming period. In the 
County of Middlesex there wére com- 
paratively few apples one season. 
Practically the only exception was an 
orchard of 12 or 14 acres, the pro- 
prietor of which was also an exten- 
sive bee-keeper. The explanation giv- 
en was that, as the bees were kept 
in the orchard, they were able dur- 


ing even the short periods of sun- 


shine, to fertilize the blossoms fairly 
well, 

Bee-keeping is a paying and pro- 
fitable occupation; one that should 
receive much more attention than is 
given to this very important indus- 
try. Fruit blossoms of nearly all 
kinds depend almost exclusively upon 
insects for their pollenization. The 
wild bees include about 60 per cent. 
of the insects usefu: to the fruit 
grower for this purpose, but in large 
plantations, such a8 _- orchards, 
plantations of.strawberries or bush 
fruits, etc,, the large number. of 
blossoms coming in at the same time 
overtax the usual number of wild 
bees in the neighborhood so that it 
is advisable to have a special stock 
of honey bees to supplement them. 
More than this, tame bees being kept 
in the immediate neighborhood, or 
directly in the fruit plantations, are 
more useful than the wild bees 
which may in many cases have to 
fly long distances, and cannot 
reach the orchards during the 
mild spells between showers.—J,F., 
in “Conservation.”

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THE STAGE IRISHMAN. 


Irishmen Have Always Resented Beo- 
ing Caricatured In Drama. 


' Rev. Canon J. O. Hannay (George 
A Birmingham), author of the con- 
edy, “General John Regan, " and of 
several delightful novels, delivered 

a lecture at the Royal Institution of 
Great Britain on “The Stage Irish- 
man.” 

Canon Hannay dwelt upon the fact 
that the Irishman had always dis- 
played dislike to being caricatured. 
Englishmen and Scots men, on the 
other hand, appeared to have no ob- 
jection. No one else ever heard of 
any protest against “Bunty’’ or 
against the endless plays in which 
English characteristics were over- 
emphasized. The reason, he thought, 
was that Englishmen or Scotsmen 
had a remarkably good opinion of 
themselves— (laughter) — and were 
inclined to regard anyone who cari- 
catured them as a little more the. an 
amusing buffoon. (Laughter). Irish- 
men had no such good opinion of 
themselves, and, consequently, found 
the caricature hurtful because it was 
felt to be caricature, and, therefore, 
untrue. The usual stage Irishman was 
that of a person of abundant bon- 
homie, some courage, a remarkable 
capacity for making love, addicted to 
drink and swearing, and with a cer- 
tain amount of spurious wit. Where 
did the character originate? Not in 
the pages of old Irish romance was 
it found. Nor cid onc recognize it in | 
_the later Jacobean literature; and, 
coming down to the eighteenth cen- 
tury, they found that the Irish gov- 
erning classes were a small circle of 
very able men of great dignity and 
force of character, who had no char- 
acteristics whatever common with 
the stage prototype. 

But there was also about that per- 
fod living in Ireland a number of 
Irish gentry—Englishmen really with 
Hibernized names, he fancied— 
(laughter )—who, cut off from Imper- 
fal affairs and shut up, so it were, 
upon their own estates, gradually de- 
veloped habits of drinking, royster- 
ing, swearing, and du lling — and it 
was*from these men that the stage 
Irishman originated. They first met 
‘with him in dramatic literature In the 
character of Sir Lucius O’Trigger, in 
Sheridan’s ‘‘Rivals,” and it was inter- 
esting to recall that when the com- 
edy was first produced the protest by 
Irishmen against what they regarded 
as a caricature of themselves was so 
great that the author had to modify 
the part to placate his incensed. cri- 
tics. (Laughter.) 

In the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, ard after the passage of the 
Act of Union, the Lucius O’Triggers | 
rapidly grew in numbers, The Napo- | 
leonic wars, which raised the prices 
of produce enormously, left them up- 
on their self-contained estates com- 
paratively well off and undisturbed 
for the cultivation of tho tastes which 
came to be looked upon as Irish char- 
acteristics. But then came the fam- 
ine of ’47, '48 and '49, which ruined 
this class of gentry, which started 
the great stream of emigrants from 
Ireland, developed a. high seriousness 
and a certain amount of sad‘.ess in 
those who stayed and those who went 
—and the stage Irishman was no 
more! 


Old Battleships Sold. 

Four superannuated British war. 
ships, famous in their day, were sold 
by auction the other day to the high- 
The most notable was 
the battleship Reno sn, which had 
several claims upon th.) public in- 
terest. For five or six years she has 
played the unheroic role of training 
ship for stokers at Portsmouth, but 
when in 1895 the Renown was first 
commissioned she proudly rankex not 
only as the most beautiful ironclad 
afioat, but also as the fastest vessel 
of the British fleet, being capabie of 
eighteen and one-half knots. 

The Renown also holds a nique 
position as the only modern British 
battleship sent to the North Amerti- 
can station, when she left for the 
Mediterranean when carrying Lord 
Fisher’s flag. The Renown was the
